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COAL MINES INSPECTION 


AND MECHANIC'S LIEN 


Legislature Deals With Two Important Bills in Gommittee 
of the Whole---Much Work Advanced 


Two very important bills came before/ 


the iegislature yesterday and were ad-/ 


vanced in committee of the whole, | 
namely the mechanics’ lien act and the | 
coal mines regulation act. ‘ 


The latter is considered to be one of | 
the most important bills that has vet | 
come before the legislature, as it is| 
the enactment by which the province] 
takes over the whole business of min- 
ing inspection from the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, under whose supervision it 
was heretofore carried on. 

The bill was introduced to the com- 
mittee of the wv hole last night by Hon 
Ww .H. Cushing, Minister of Public | 


Works, and was guided by him through] 
the committee. There was, as far as | 
they got, practically no material | 
amendment to the draft, and the Con- | 
servative members offered no amend- 
ments or opposition whatever, as they 
will take the position that the province 
ghould not undertake the inspection of 
coal mines at all, considering that the 
royalties therefrom are paid to the 
Dominion.

from the inspection act that was in 
force in the territories prev- | 
jous to autonomy. The clauses | 
are borrowed from the acts of sev- 
eral states and provinces. The prin- | 
cipal features of the bill are taken |

Section 6of the new act provides that 
no boy under 16 shall be employed in 
any capacity in a coal mine unless he 
can show a certificate from a teacher | 
that he can read and write and do 
thee ordinary arithmetical propositions | 
up to long division. The intention is to} 
make it impossible to keep boys at} 
work in the mines when they should be| 
at school. 

Section & provides that no boy under 
12 years of age and no woman shall 
te employed in the workings of any 
mine. 

Section 10 provides that there must 
be two shafts and that both shall be| 
furnished with the proper means of| 
exit. The intention is to make it im- 

possible, as far as can be, that the 
workings or any part of them should 
be shut off by an explosion or a cave- 
in. 

Section 25 provides for examination 
of pit bosses and fire bosses, and none 
but those supplied with certificates are 
to be employed in those capacities in 
any mine. 

By Section 30 wages are not to be 
paid in amy hotel or place where liquor | 
is sold. 

By Section 33 check weighers are 
compulsory, the weighers to be ap- 
pointed by mutual arrangement of the 
owners and operators. This is one of 
the main points of contention in Il- 
lincis at the present time and one of 
the things that the miners have been 
fighting for in the eastern states for 
many years. 

For the purpose of inspection the 
province is to be divided into three dis- 
tricts, the Crows’ Nest, the Canmore 
ani the Edmonton district, the form- 
er including Lethbridge. | 

Elija Heathcote, an old miner, who} 


has had experience in many parts of, 
the world, and who was born and} 
brought up in a mining section of | 
ales, is the first inspector appointed. | 
He will take over the Crow’s Nest dis- 
trict. The other districts will be un- 
der the care of Mr. Smith, provincial | 
inspector, until such time as other in- | 
spectors are appointed. 
According to the inspection provisions 
of the act the inspector is required to| 
visit the mimes every month, and as 
often more than that as he can find 
time to do so. All mines must have| 
maps and plans of their workings, | 
which the inspector may see at any 
time. In case of an accident the cor-| 
oners jury cannot hold an tnquest fur- | 
ther than a preliminary one until the 
inspector has been notified and he has | 
had time to reach the scene of the ac- | 
cident. All casualties must be reported | 
by telegraph. Any workman carrying 
lucifer matches into a mine is subject 
to a very severe penalty. The use of 
€xplosives is very carefully regulat-

structed ambulances must be kept at 
every mine employing more than 25 


men. Special rules for the regulation

known, “An Act for the Benefit of|°?

In 
bringing in the bill Mr. Cross said that 
it had for its object the purpose of se- 
curing wage earners and permitting 
Wage e€arners having small claims to 
dispose of the same on the shortest 
possible notice.
